2, The POL has already begun an ectivo camnaicrn to enlist support for the 
Peace Cormittees. It is estimated that the total nenbership of the 
various committees in “uito has reached one thousand; most of the new 
members are women, Nela Uartinez, prominent worian Gonmunist, is cuz 
rently Jdoveoting nearly ell her time to the organisation -f these con= 
nittees, concentrating on housewives of the idee ae ssec, She and her 

collaborators began by making social calls on various uonen, vorsucding 
then to meet in their hones oecasionally to disevsa vays and -oans for 
promoting neace. These women have become the leaders of neighborhood 
committees, which in turm are being organized inte eace unions beving 
various nanes, 


3, The “uilto branch of the POE has alco sueceeded in establishing a corm 
mittee in the federation of retirad arny officers and is »leming to 
do the sane in the university end various other cultural an? social 
institutions, 


4. The Guayaou'l] branch of the PCE is vromoting oa propgran somevhat oi-clor 
to that snonsored by Vartinez. Ana Vorene an” Isabel Norreria de Saad, 
outstanding women Communists of that city, are the directors of the 
feminine effort in Guayacuil. They beve annroached women of the middle 
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clase principally and annear to be achieving even sreater success than 
their counterparts in “uite, They have already established committees 
in most of the neighborhoods of the city and are beginning te work in 

the outlying rural regions. 


5, Although the principal purpose of the committees is to denounce the 
warlike plans of the United States and to counteract the effectiveness 
of U.S. propaganda in Latin America, the committess heve automatically 
become involved in local Labor vrroblezs and disyutes, In the event of 
& leftist revolutionary uprising, many of the vomen have stated thet 
they would go inte the front line of battle with their children, a strat- 
eey which could be hiehly effective, since the police and army would be 
reluctant to shoot women with the same disnassion as male insurgents, 
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nen? It was reliably reported from neva dor 
he neace committees.in Ecuador had been completely disbande 


and that no contoet was maintained with World 
Paris or with the CTAL, 
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
